The Cattle Bill,

The following is a fall abstract of the bill now
before the Legislature ;:—

Sectlon ope provides that, to protect the
citizens ngainst the sale of direased moats, and
to fornish facilities for inspection, William
Gohl, Willinm V., McGrath, B, B, Hunt, and
others be incorporated, wilth the right to erect
buildlogs, and hold not exceeding two hundred
acres of land, The drainage of the yard shall
pot be allowed to flow into the Schuylkill above
the dam,

RBection two provides that seales and facilities
ghall be furnizhed for the weighing and ke(gwing
ot cattle, and &ll cattle shall be inspected by
au inspector appointed by the Governor. The
remaining thirteen eections of the bill eontain
the following points: —Five directors shall
manage the camﬁmny. and be elected annually.
The capital stock to be five hundred thousand
dollars. The usnal power to mortgage {s given,
The Governor shail appoint an inspector, to
serve for thrie yesrs, with necesssry deputies,
and the company shall pay him a salary of
$2600 per year, and he shall give bonds for
$5000, and shall take an oath to be faithful, The
inspector shull always be ready to weigh all
cattle for sale or slaughter, and shall give the
purchaser a certificate of welght, No inspector
ehall be wterested in cattle, but slall examine
carefully and reject all dizeared cattle and pre-
vent thelr sale. 11 he falls in his duly the Goy-
ernor shall remove him. The company shall
charge two cents per hundred pounds for the
use of the yards, care, and fixtures. The In-
spector shall charge five cenls per head, The
company shall foruish sworn monthly state.
ments to the Auditor-General of thewr receipts
and expenses; and, in coosideration of the
franchiser granted, It shall pay the BState
monthly for twently years one per cent, of their
receipts, in addition to all taxes and bonus now
imposed by law. For weekly yardage, not more
than fifteen cents per head shall be charged for
heavy cattle, or five cents for calyes, sheep, or
hogs, Afler the sppointment of the inspector,
no flesh of animals shall be seld unless first in-
spected, under penalty of fine, to be paid to the
vardinns of the Poor. Provided that nothing
in this act shall apply to farmers bringing
cattle to town to eell at retall,
